ITH regard the present status educa- 
tional measurements, whether applied the 
kindergarten any other field education, one 
may certainly say that the most important outcomes 
education cannot now measured quantitative 
terms, and probably never can measured. 
There is, however, danger making this state- 
ment: the danger that one might infer from that 
the outcomes that can measured are unimportant, 
that failure insure these outcomes can excused 
the general principle that other things more 
important cannot measured, that get the 
measurable things means that must give hope 
getting the immeasurable things. These, 
course, are perilous assumptions which have wrecked 
one prominent school system, and which have 
played havoc with individual schools and individual 
boys and girls throughout the land. 

Generally speaking, the measurable outcomes 
education are habits and skills. Measurable with 
far less accuracy are those outcomes that sum 
under the term knowledge, including this such 
mastery facts and principles will make them 
applicable the concrete situations life. The 
all-important outcomes that are not measurable 
and perhaps never can measured may con- 
veniently although fear not very helpfully classified 
ideals, aspirations, ambitions, attitudes, points 
view, mental backgrounds, tastes, affections, lik- 
ings, scorns, hates, 

take that kindergarten education represents 
both the measurable and the unmeasurable types 
outcomes. The outstanding function education, 
upon whatever level may find it, put the 
child possession the human heritage. The 
function the teacher select from this heritage 
the materials that are most worthy perpetuation 
and most likely lead further desirable growth 
and then adapt these materials the needs and 


abilities the growing child. are wont think 
these functions education and the teacher 
beginning with the primary school where the child 
generally learns the arts that will unlock for him the 
rich store that has been wrought from the experience 
the race. This is, course, error. Almost 
from the moment birth, the process education 
the sense growth directed and enriched 
the experience the past, begun. Even before 
the kindergarten age has been reached, the child 
has taken certain the habits, the attitudes, and 
even some the knowledge which mankind has ac- 
cumulated. has learned speak language 
which the race was more than hundred thousand 
years bringing its present highly organized 
condition. has mastered certain controls 
conduct that are absolutely essential civilized 
society. has adjusted his digestive system 
cooked foods. his home environment has been 
reasonably favorable, has learned eat with 
fork least with spoon, each which achieve- 
ments meant long step forward the civilization 

Most these and other acquirements belong 
the realm habit. Most them, suppose, would 
measurable quantitative terms any one took 
the trouble devise tests and scales make the 
determinations. 

But the child has also been acquiring controls 
conduct vastly more fundamental and important 
even than these specific skills and habits. Some 
sage who knew whereof spoke once said that the 
most important part education that which comes 
during the first five years Whether this 
literally true, our state systems education have 
never recognized sufficiently the very great impor- 
tance that may attach these early years. Other 
agencies education have shown vastly more in- 
telligence regarding the problem. The oldest and 
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largest the Christian sects owes not little its 
endurance and its appeal the fact that has 
recognized childhood its basic object attention. 

this connection, may call attention 
investigation that one students made several 
years ago? was interested the problem 
education and wished determine, 
possible, how the religious teachings different 
denominations affected moral character. madea 
rather astounding proposal,—namely study the 
records penitentiaries and find whether there 
was any difference the relative proportions 
members different religious denominations who 
ultimately found their way into these institutions. 
confess that did not give him much encourage- 
ment, but was ambitious and went ahead. 
took first the records the Chester penitentiary 
this state, and found that certain proportion 
the inmates had recorded their affiliations with 
religious denominations. 
number for each denomination church-membership 
that denomination the district the state served 
this penitentiary. When brought the figures 
me, was interested learn that one denomina- 


tion sent one every 750 its communicants ap- 
parently the penitentiary; another one 1100, 

another one 1500, and the best the 
largest eight denominations which had the fine record 
only one say, the figures were in- 

teresting, but did not see that they meant very 
secured the records from Joliet. confidently ex- 


pected that entirely different order these de- 
nominations would found, and you may imagine 


surprise when showed that, although the 
actual proportions were somewhat different, the 
order those denominations was precisely the same 
still remained skeptical, for had lived 
for several years and knew that had its peculiari- 
ties. looked the figures for other states, 
and, make long story short, found that 
every one the northern and eastern states, the 
order those denominations remained practically 
unchanged. 
Then, course, came the search for the cause. 
What was these denominations that made these 
striking and uniform differences the moral char- 


acter their adherents,—that is, can safely 
maintain that the ability keep out the peni- 
tentiary least crude measure morality. 
(And should say here, course, that the proportion 


then proportioned the 
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penitentiary inmates the non-church population 
much higher than the denomination that 
made even the worst showing, not any 
sense criticizing churches revealing these rather 
strange facts.) 

But what was the cause? thought that 
might the factor selection. know that 
some denominations are universal, drawing their 
adherents from all ranks society, while others are 
quite select, drawing adherents from the better 
circumstanced and more intelligent families. But 
found that while the best record was made one 
these select denominations, absolutely the worst 
record was made another the select denomina- 
tions, while the two denominations that are most 
nearly universal their membership had, one 
very high and the other fairly high record. 

shall not into the further details the search, 
but shall once the conclusion that finally 
reached. Every one the four denominations 
the better half the list, found gave both 
their tenets and their practice much larger em- 
phasis the care and culture childhood than did 
the four denominations the lower half. 

Now whatever limitations there may upon the 
method and the results this very crude and quite 
inadequate investigation, was quite convinced 
from the outcome that the man who said that the 
secret character lay the education little 
children hit upon fundamental truth. 

make these statements because believe that 
recognize more clearly and more generally than 
have yet, the great importance infant and 
kindergarten education. The schools must supple- 
ment the home and the church, and the places 
where either home church both fail meet the 
needs this early education, the school must 
the substitute for both. This will mean ultimately, 
believe, universal infant schools,—a vast extension 
the kindergarten, and furthermore extension 
the kindergarten downward the lower age 
levels. 

these schools, especially, that what 
have termed the moral controls conduct must 
laid. Here must established the fundamental 
basis those habits, tastes, likings, prejudices, and 
scorns that lie, after all has been said, the basis 
ninety-nine one-hundredths moral conduct. 

You are all familiar with the regrettable fact 
that our nation has held and still holds very low 
record among the civilized nations respect the 
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prevalence certain crimes. have deplorably 
high homicide record. One runs about seventeen 
times many chances being murdered the 
United States directly across our northern bound- 
ary Canada. Juvenile delinquency before the 
war was much more serious our large cities than 
the cities Europe. crimes against the 
person rather than crimes against property that 
our record relatively the worst, part, course, 
because have relatively less poverty 
country than prevails Europe. But, general, 
our national respect individuals for the rights 
other individuals crying need stimulation 
and enlargement. 

The kindergarten can more laying these 
basic moral controls than any other part our educa- 
tional system. can inculcate the little courtesies 
and amenities conduct, small themselves, 
true, but big the aggregate, and when generalized 
into ideals, stable and enduring. Noblesse oblige 
old saying; and why does nobility Why 
are courtesy and regard for the rights and feelings 
others characteristic those who hold the pride 
matter early training. democracy must not 
belittle these things; what democracy must 
make them universal. Here where are all 
members the nobility, oblige must 
made the dominant ideal and obligation all the 
people. 

need this our country? have had 
classes many foreign students, especially from 
South America and from the Orient. Not from their 
own initiative have these young men and young 
women complained the lack courtesy that they 
have met with their sojourn among our people. 
But whenever have asked them tell frankly 
about it, they have spoken their minds, and often 
with tense earnestness that reveals the frequency 
and the brutality with which their feelings have been 
wounded. recall that when the first Filipino 
students came some years ago one our normal 


schools, three them—young men—were taken 
class room where they were have their first lesson, 
supposedly in. English; happened some- 
thing else. The other students were already seated, 
but the teacher—a woman—had not 
nally she entered the room. Instantly the three 
Orientals were upon their feet, and remained there 
until the teacher was seated. And what did our 
American students do? blush say it, but 
first they tittered, then they laughed, then they 
guffawed. The Filipinos sat down confusion. 
They had had their first lesson—in American man- 
ners. 

have suddenly assumed place leadership 
the new democratic world. larger and larger 
numbers foreigners will come our shores learn 
from the meaning democratic institutions. 
Are permit them return with the impression 
that democracy means leveling down? That 
means general disregard the little courtesies 
life that far toward making life worth living? 
shall make our minds that democracy means 
up? That means universalizing the 
best things that aristocracy has developed? 

Our topic The Things That Count. have told 
you some the things that think count our 
education. They are things that kindergartners can 
more insure than any other group teachers 
only they are numerous enough and have the 
ties. not know whether the outcomes that 
have referred morality and 
inbred and unfailing not know 
whether these outcomes are measurable immeas- 
urable, but know that they are immeasurably 
needed our national life. And myself fully 
convinced that, are secure these upon 
universal scale, must begin with the child before 
has reached the age six. Their development, 
then, the particular problem the kindergartner. 
Has any group problem more fundamental the 
welfare our nation and the great trust which 
the nation now has its keeping?

Many 
teachers can testify regarding the disintegrating 
consequences these overdone Christmas cele- 
brations the children return school few 
days later, showing the effects disturbed diges-

few years ago, the kindergarten department 
Teachers College, co-operation with its or- 
ganization parents and teachers, decided 
study these conditions order discover the 
best ways and means encouraging simplicity 
and reducing over-stimulation the homes 
little children the Christmas season. the 
outset, parents and teachers were unanimous 
tracing most the disorganization child life 
this season the tendency unwise adults 
indulge themselves flooding children with far 
too many gifts, often unwisely selected. This self- 
evident conclusion led the necessity studying 
children’s real needs and the kind gifts which 
satisfied these needs most thoroughly.

The Educational Value Toys and Pets’

Committees parents and teachers were ap- 
pointed make survey the available books, 
pictures, and toys for children. With expert 
literature, child study, and art each group, 
effort was made select, out the motley array 
which the market naturally dictated, from the 
commercial point view, those books, pictures, and 
toys which would stand the test the child’s real 
needs, and approved from the standpoint 
good literature, art, and child welfare. 

was decided that the most practical means 
bringing this home telling way would 
exhibit. the outset the welfare few school 
children was mind, but the results seemed 
worth others, the exhibit was opened al! parents. 
was gratifying have this exhibit placed the 
rooms the University Educational Museum. 
While education had set the stamp approval 
books and pictures, seemed rather novel find 
dolls, tops, hoops, and blocks housed within the 
walls university. the exhibit was begun 
very quiet and unpretentious fashion was sur- 
prising see the widespread interest aroused. 
was estimated that some six thousand guests 
studied the exhibit during the few weeks was 
open, many coming long distances. 

And still the good work goes on, 
exhibits have since then been held other towns 
and cities. 

Parents have shown keen interest assisting 
the study toys and the heartiest co-operation 
has been received. The study was carried 
the same manner the investigation pets. 
Kindergarten children the number 388 and 
250 adults reported the subject toys and 
playthings. 

regard the toys which the kindergarten 
children have, parents seem have difficulty 
making the list complete, some going high 
forty fifty.

the adults, 162 women recall different 
toys favorite and men recall toys. 
the kindergarten children, 203 girls give dif- 
ferent toys favorites and 185 boys give dif- 
ferent toys. The most popular toy with the boys 
was the train but only per cent give 
favorite, while 60.5 per cent the girls agreed 
the doll. Girls’ interests center much about 
doll play that they require little else, while the 
boys have one toy generally accepted and 
their choice more varied. may that the 
one toy for the boy, which will take the place 
the doll the girl’s life, has not yet been found, 
maybe cannot found. Perhaps boys are 
less intense and their interests are more fleeting. 
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true the world’s activities that boys are 
more variant and individualistic invention and 
study Children’s Interests gives the following 
generalization: 


“Dolls and doll paraphernalia play large part 
the young girl’s life. While the boy interested 
those gifts that have coupled with them the 
element danger, dash, and out-of-door life, the 
girl more pleased with gifts which she can 
bestow sympathy, affection, and care. The average 
boy calls into play more lines interest.”’ 


Books were about the only article mentioned 
the kindergarten children which was common with 
both boys and girls, yet showed sex 
Crayons, paints, and scissors, while common with 
all, are more popular with the girls, and roller 
skates, tricycles, and blocks are more popular with 
the boys. Here the boys show their love activ- 
ity and construction. 

the observations made three kindergartens 
the children’s choice playthings during free 
play periods for one year, dolls were found 
the first choice with the girls, and balls with the 


boys. Sand and blocks remained popular with 

both during the entire year. Wagons, trains, and 
ORE and more are coming realize how 
few governmental activities there are which 
not some way affect the children the nation. 


used think that the care our children was 
entirely affair the home. was great step 
forward when, after much opposition, the idea that 
the duty the State furnish schools for its 
children and see that they attend those schools, 
gradually found expression our public school 
system and our compulsory education laws. 
little have been forced recognize that 
neither the home nor the school, unaided, can 
properly guard the welfare the child. need 
the strength the State protect him from care- 
lessness and selfishness, for the child weak, and 
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animals which could drawn about were popular 
the first the year, but the interest these 
declined after two three months except with 
the youngest children. The blackboard and books 
always proved attractive most the children. 
Horse reins were very popular with the boys. 

Since the element self-activity greatest 
plays, find the secret children’s choices. 
Some toys are only temporary interest, the 
child being dazzled first the elaborateness 
and completeness the toy. fact many are 
complete that all that left for the child 
turn key, then sit back and watch. Such 
the case with the imported mechanical toys. 
While such possession highly desirable 
own, will not last plaything, for nothing 
left for the child do. The question, can 
child with one good test for toy. 
Children are brimming over with activity, and for 
this reason quite natural that those things 
which permit them doers rather than on- 
lookers should prove most attractive and call forth 
the most absorbing play. Children’s definitions 
are usually terms action, horse 
are pictures people doing things, conclusive 
the delight activity.

What the Government Doing Conserve Child Life 
Ella Arvilla Merritt, Children’s Bureau, Department Labor 


his natural protectors, individually, are weak also. 
All the mother love and care the world cannot 
avail against the dangers defective sewage 
system. need also the knowledge proper 
methods care, which the government better 
equipped than any other agency obtain and 
disseminate. 

Merely enumerate all the activities our 
National Government—to say nothing those 
state and city governments—which help the 
conservation child life its broadest sense would 
require more space than can devote it, 
will confine this discussion those phases gov- 
ernment work with which most familiar—the 
varied activities the Children’s Bureau. 
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the duty the Children’s Bureau, according 
the act which created it, investigate and re- 
port upon all matters pertaining the welfare 
With the single exception the enforce- 
ment the United States Child Labor Act, now 
declared unconstitutional, the scope the Bureau’s 
work limited those two duties—to investigate 
and report. investigate fully enough and 
report with sufficient emphasis, somebody else may 
something, and this obtaining co-operation 
which one the most important and most in- 
teresting phases our work. 

Prevention infant mortality perhaps the 
most obvious method conserving child life, and 

first field investigation undertaken the Bu- 
reau was inquiry into why babies die and the 
conditions under which they have the best chance 
life. This inquiry, beginning 1913, was planned 
extend over several years and cover various 
typical communities throughout the country. The 
first city selected was Johnstown, Pa., steel town 
with large foreign population. Since that time 
studies have been made eight other cities—Mont- 
clair, J., Manchester, H., Brockton, Mass., 
Saginaw, Mich., New Bedford, Mass., Waterbury, 
Ct., Akron, Ohio, and Baltimore, Md. this 
group cities, most them industrial centers with 
high infant mortality rate, may found wide 
variations social, industrial, economic, and civic 
conditions. Baltimore the only very large city— 
the others varying from about 20,000 95,000 
population. 


making these studies the mothers all babies 


born certain selected year are visited 


woman agents the Bureau. Since “infant mor- 
tality,’’ technically, means per cent babies born 
who die before they reach one year age, select 
year just far enough the past that the babies 
will have had chance survive that dangerous 
first year. their interviews with the mother our 
agents discover and record the most essential facts 
affecting the baby’s life and health. The kind 
food was given during its entire first year, 
long lived before the end that year; the 
economic status the family—father’s earnings, 
family income, etc.,—the housing and neighborhood 
conditions which the family lived; the mother’s 
industrial history before and after her marriage, 
whether she worked before after the baby was 
born and what kind work; the care she received 
during pregnancy and the time the baby’s 
birth, her complete maternal history; the nationality 


the parents; whether they can read and write 
English—these and many other pertinent details 
are recorded the schedule. addition, the 
general health conditions the city—milk supply, 
sewage system, etc.—are studied. Since the mothers 
all the babies born during the selected year are 
interviewed, our agents visit both rich and poor 
families all parts the city, and obtain cross 
section—a fair sample—of conditions under which 
babies live and die that 

The results these studies are twofold—the 
effect upon the particular community, and con- 
tribution the body knowledge the social 
causes unnecessary infant mortality. The whole 
city becomes interested. The help the mothers 
has been generous—only eight mothers out the 
first 13,000 having refused give the desired in- 
formation. Publicity given the work the 
press, clergymen, city authorities, and 
local organizations. The problem how best 
safeguard the lives and health its children (for 
the same conditions that make babies die weaken 
the children who survive) brought vividly the 
attention the city whole, and efforts remedy 
specific local conditions are stimulated. 

the first eight cities studied, reports for which 
have been published are now ready for publica- 
tion, about 13,000 babies are considered; the Balti- 
more report which now preparation will include 
about 13,000 more. When the conditions under 
which these 26,000 babies were born and lived are 
carefully classified, and the environment the 
babies who successfully completed their first year 
compared with that the babies who died before 
they were year old, there will result considerable 
body statistical data which must reveal some the 
underlying causes infant deaths. The relation 
family income infant mortality, for instance, 
particularly significant, especially now, when the 
cost living advancing daily and the same 
time the necessity avoiding increase the 
deaths our children daily becoming more ap- 
parent. the eight cities studied, exclusive 
Baltimore, the death rate for the babies whose fathers 
earned less than $550 year was between two and 
three times great for the babies whose fathers’ 
annual income was much $1,250 year 
more. And more than one fourth the fathers 
earned less than $550 year—less than one eighth 
them were the favored income group, earning 
$1,250 year more, where their babies had this 
increased chance life. 
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Leaving these more elaborate, intensive studies, 
may consider other methods which the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau bringing before the people the 


country information the needs mothers and 


young children. Since the establishment the 
Bureau, co-operation has been maintained with 
women’s clubs the different states. Birth regis- 
tration tests, some them under the direction 
the Bureau, have been made different com- 
munities, and the need for better birth registration 
laws emphasized. Reports the different kinds 
infant welfare work done large number 
communities the United States were summarized 
Tabular Statement Infant Welfare Work 
Public and Private Agencies the United States). 
1914, Baby-Saving Campaigns, 
report what American cities are doing prevent 
infant mortality, was issued, well study 
the New Zealand Society for the Health Women 
and Children, which gave methods baby-saving 
work small towns and rural districts. series 
popular bulletins the care mothers and 
children was planned—bulletins 
because written simple language. Two these, 
Prenatal Care and Infant Care, were published during 
the first two years the Bureau’s existence and 
another, Child Care, press. 

But some definite method arousing nation- 
wide publicity and interest seemed essential, and 
meet this need Baby Week was suggested. The 
first nation-wide Baby Week was held 1916, under 
the auspices the Children’s Bureau and the General 
Federation Women’s Clubs, and another was 
held the next year. Baby week distinctly com- 
munity celebration, its aim being arouse public 
interest the local needs maternity and infancy, 
and emphasize the community responsibility. 
carried out through the co-operation public 
and private organizations, state and local health 
officials, extension divisions universities, and all 
types local and national child welfare institutions. 
Health conferences are conducted, where young 
children are examined doctors and nurses and 
the mothers are given instruction their proper 
care and individual needs. special bulletin 
How Conduct Children’s Health Conference was 
issued for use 1917. Suggestions for methods 
were given early edition Baby Week Cam- 
paigns, and revised edition, giving the methods 
and results the baby weeks 1916, was issued 
time for the 1917 campaign. One the definite 
results has been increasing realization the 


importance public health nursing and the 
spread knowledge proper methods maternity 
and infant care. Follow-up work carried the 
different communities has resulted many cases 
definite improvement local conditions—for in- 
stance, the employment more public health nurses, 
organization infant welfare stations free clinics, 
provision for medical and dental examinations 
the public schools. Another result these Baby 
Week Campaigns may seen the increased 
demand for literature the care children, such 
distributed the Public Health 
Service, the Department Agriculture, the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau, and many state and local organiza- 
tions. 1918, Baby Week gave way Children’s 
Year—the organized effort, co-operation with 
the Committee the Council National 
Defense, save the lives 100,000 babies, with its 
nation-wide weighing and measuring tests, its studies 
child welfare needs various communities, its 
recreation program, and its efforts prevent lower- 
ing standards all the phases child protection. 

Efforts have been made meet the problems 
the protection mothers and children many 
other directions. Children’s Health Conferences, 
similar the conferences held connection with 
the Bureau’s exhibit the San Francisco Exposi- 
tion, have been carried the physicians the 
Bureau Indiana, South Carolina, and Wisconsin. 
Intensive studies the needs maternity and in- 
fancy, based upon schedules taken the Bureau’s 


_agents, like the infant mortality schedules, have 


been made certain counties Kansas, Montana, 
Wisconsin, Georgia, and Mississippi. most 
these studies health conferences have been feature 
the investigation. Here stress has been laid upon 
the needs rural communities, and upon the 
mother’s opportunity for proper care. The statis- 
tical report maternal mortality from causes con- 
nected with child birth, issued the Bureau 
1917, presents facts which show clearly the need 
for such studies these and for the remedial meas- 
ures which they may suggest. The problem 
isolation and inaccessibility must met adequate 
public provision the natural advantages rural 
life are real value mothers and children 
living country districts. North Carolina 
rural study conditions affecting mothers and 
children has been made which includes children 
sixteen years age. gives valuable informa- 
tion about economic conditions, rural child labor, 
opportunities for education, etc.

The Kindergarten and First Grade

Gary, Indiana, the Bureau has recently under- 
taken extensive field study children 
seven years age. Medical examination school 
children, wherever has been established, has re- 
vealed the fact that many children enter school 
with physical defects which could easily have been 
prevented proper care infancy and early child- 
hood. Because lack this care, their vitality 
lowered and their efficiency decreased—sometimes 
even the extent making them appear subnormal. 
The Gary study aims show for children below the 
school age what the infant mortality studies show 
for the babies under one year—physical, economic, 
social, and civic conditions. the one case, are 
trying find out the conditions under which the 
infant has the best chance reaching his first birth- 
day alive, the other, the conditions under which 
has the best chance entering school healthy, 
normal child. Through co-operation with the school 
and other local authorities, physical examinations 
are given the children under seven years age 
who have entered school, and information ob- 
tained through visits the agents the homes 
the children. The field work this study has not 
yet been completed. 

generally recognized that certain groups 
children—dependents, defectives, and delinquents— 
are need special care and attention the part 
the State. Three studies mentally defective 
children have been made the Children’s Bureau.

But these 
laws vary widely their provisions and their appli- 
cation, some them amounting practically 
protection all, others very little. With the 
idea fixing certain minimum standard child 
protection for the entire country, below which 
state should allowed fall, the Congress the 
United States, 1916, passed the United States 
Child Labor Act, effective September 1917. 
April, 1917, appropriation was made for the 
necessary preliminary work and for the enforcement 
the act, and new division, the Child Labor 
Division, was added the Children’s Bureau with 
the duty enforcing it. 

good child labor law should fix for all children 
permitted work three minimum standards—a 
standard age, standard health, and standard 
education—and should determine hours and 
conditions work. The United States Child Labor 
Law did two these things for certain group 
children. prohibited the shipment interstate 
foreign commerce the products factories, 
mills, workshops, manufacturing establishments, can- 
neries, mines, and quarries, within thirty days 
prior their removal the age and hour standards 
fixed the law had been violated. These standards 
were, brief: mills, factories, and canneries, 
fourteen year minimum age, and eight hour day, 
and night work prohibited under sixteen; mines 
and quarries, sixteen year minimum age. These 
standards were not high those number 
states. Ohio, for instance, has minimum age 
fifteen for boys and sixteen for girls factories. 
Moreover, many large child-employing occupations, 
such store, messenger, and office work, usually 
regulated state laws, were entirely unaffected 
the act. the other hand, they were higher 
certain respects than the standards the laws 
many states. While most states the normal 
minimum age for employment factories fourteen, 
many there are exemptions permitting employ- 
ment outside school hours, case poverty, 
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and others there effective method enforce- 
ment, that the law often becomes dead letter. 
Canneries many states, probably most states 
where they exist considerable numbers, are privi- 
leged institutions, and may employ children younger 
and for longer hours than other factories. Less 
than one half the states have eight-hour day 
for children under sixteen, without exemptions. 

the summer 1917 test case was brought 
the Western Judicial District North Carolina, 
and the United States Judge that district enjoined 
the District Attorney from enforcing the law 
the ground that was unconstitutional. This de- 
cision applied only the Western Judicial District 
North Carolina. appeal was carried the 
United States Supreme Court and during the nine 
months, while decision was pending, the act was 
enforced the other parts the country. The 
experience these nine months showed that the 
act was enforceable, that protected many children 
unprotected state laws, that was possible 
obtain the co-operation state and local officials, 
and that the Federal Act was lever which state 
standards could raised. June 1918, the 
act was declared unconstitutional the Supreme 
written Justice Day, held that Congress cannot 
under the interstate commerce clause prohibit the 
interstate movement ordinary commodities, and 
that the regulation hours labor children 
factories and mines within the states—a necessary 
effect the act—is purely state authority. Justice 
Holmes, who wrote the minority report, held that 
the act does not meddle with anything belonging 
the states, and that when they seek send their 
products across the state line such commerce comes 
under the regulation Congress and Congress may 
carry out its views public policy whatever indirect 
effect they may have upon the activities the states. 

Various methods meeting the emergency 
caused this decision the Supreme Court have 
been suggested, and new measure will doubt 
framed the near future. 

The United States Child Labor Law, however, 


touched only one the many legislative aspects 
the problem child conservation, all which, with 
this exception—and this for the present—are the 
hands the individual states. Each state has 
large and complicated body laws affecting chil- 
dren that difficult for even person very much 
interested the subject know exactly what are 
the laws which are helping conserve—or destroy 
—child life his own state. order make this 
knowledge available, the Children’s Bureau pre- 
paring complete reference index all the laws 
each state relating child welfare. For about 
half the states this index has been completed. 
copy the index for any state will sent, upon 
application, any one whom would use. 
especially valuable persons working for the 
revision and codification their state laws relating 
children. This index covers laws relating 
parent and child, offenses against the child, health 
and sanitation, recreation, child labor and school 
attendance, and laws relating defective, delin- 
quent, and dependent children. Child labor and 
school attendance laws—the one supplementing the 
other—are especial interest the present time 
when efforts are being made certain directions 
lower already existing standards. The disastrous 
effects this mistaken policy are clearly shown the 
study child labor warring countries issued 
1917 the Children’s Bureau. compilation 
all the child labor and compulsory education laws 
all the states was issued the Children’s Bureau 
1915, and supplemented child welfare laws 


1916. Other collections laws published 


the Bureau which have very. definite bearing 
upon the welfare children are: Laws Relating 
Mothers’ Pensions the United States, Denmark, 
and New Zealand; Governmental Provisions the 
United States and Foreign Countries for Members 
the Military Forces and their Dependents; and Care 
tion the illegitimacy law Norway has recently 
been issued. bulletin the illegitimacy laws 
the United States press, and one maternity 
insurance foreign countries will shortly issued.

May Baskets 


baskets filled with spring flowers make 
charming gifts for May Day, and are equally 
appropriate for use Decoration Day. 

The two baskets illustrated are only suggestive 
many different kinds that may made. Heavy wall 
paper excellent material use for their construc- 
tion, affords interesting variety color and 
design. 

The four-pointed Star Basket made 
lows: 

Fold 9-inch square one diagonal. Without 
opening, fold the two sharp corners together, thus 
forming smaller triangle. Without opening, fold 
sharp corners together once more, making still 
smaller right-angled triangle, with one closed side, 
one side showing three folded edges, and the third 


Star Basket Triangular Basket 
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side showing eight single edges. Draw line from 
center closed edge opposite sharp corner (see 
Fig. I), and cut this line. The result four- 
pointed star shown Fig. II. 

Fold each point turn, toward center, lines 
(Fig. then fold each point star, creasing 
center line thus made, but this time fold toward 
the outside. 

Cut half-inch slits, indicated lines and 
through these openings weave strip paper 
(pointed one end) inches long and inch wide, 
hold the basket shape. Leave opening 
each corner. 

The handle inches long and inch wide, and 
may pasted, fastened with small wire shanks, 
the strip paper opposite corners. 

paper used that alike both sides, only 
one 9-inch square necessary, but with paper that 
has right and wrong side, more satisfactory 
use two pieces paper (making the basket double), 
order have finished appearance for both the 
inside and outside. After making the four-pointed 
star (as described above) paste evenly the

The Triangular Basket made from 8-inch 
square. Fold diagonals and also diameters. 
Fold one corner center, then open and fold corner 
crease thus made. (See square marked 
Fig. Without opening, fold edge first crease 
made.

Fold each the other corners the same manner. 

Unfold two corners corresponding and 
Cut line Lap over that cut edge 
reaches crease marked then fold the two corners 
together into creases directed before. This makes 
one side the basket double. 

Cut three strips inches long and inch wide 
for handle. Cut two slits each side, 
inch from one end shown Fig. 
dotted lines, then insert slits marked sides 
basket, unfolding and hold strip place. 
The other ends the three strips are fastened to- 
gether with small wire shank.

Although students the 
Kindergarten Department must fulfill the regular 
college requirements, teachers’ extension courses 
kindergarten theory and practice have been given 
for several years.

THE discussion concerning the 
desirability changing the name 
the kindergarten been 
viewed from many angles that 
there seems little more say. 
would like, however, suggest 
one two points which have been 
mentioned various letters, which 
seem worthy particular 
emphasis.

There is, perhaps, institution 
American life today that more 
fundamentally democratic than 
good kindergarten. ‘The question 
has been raised recent article 
place where little children 
gather richly supplied with 
sense experiences which will form 
foundation for later scientific and 
life; develop some skill 
and increase bodily grace and 
strength; and trained 
personal and social habits which 
are the corner stone later moral 
life, and consequently public 
service. These things are not for 
one for group children. 
They are one. 
pet rare phenomenon. The 
little American child starts fairly 
his kindergarten, assured his 
constitutional rights—life, liberty, 
and the pursuit happiness. 

kindergarten 
know this true, seems 
scarcely fitting that they should 
change the name their depart- 
ment because the clamor 
somewhat blatant patriots. 
There tendency our Ameri- 
can life conform,—to keep with 
the crowd all costs. Within 
reason this tendency has its merits 
but does not rule promote 
growth. Controlled individuality 
gives force and color our 
republic. Yet the insidious spirit 
Bolshevism, which not con- 
fined Russia, tending toward 
dull level uniformity all 
things. 

The root the objection the 
word kindergarten, then, comes 
more from the popular desire for 
standardization than from any 
serious suspicion its German 
name. had been called 
Jardin des Enfants, Jardin 
los Nifios, Casa dei Bambini, 
the objection would have sooner 
later arisen the name 
American. must remember 
that has not been the custom 
among nations discard words 
formerly taken from the language 
their enemies. What charm 
would have been taken from our 
language today, England had 
repudiated all French words after 
war with France? Such words 
restaurant, parlor, parliament, 
beautiful, and tableau, these and 
countless other expressive words 


would necessarily have been lost 
present-day speech. 

The few that really regard the 
German name menace are 
perhaps entitled enlightenment 
but not consideration. Fur- 
thermore, change the name 
the kindergarten because any 
German characteristics that may 
disrespect upon the names the 
great American women the past 
generation 
institution from the arid soil 
Prussia, transplanted it, and gave 
our country its 
Childhood. 

The second consideration 
far more serious one. the name 
kindergarten actually tends 
separate two departments our 
elementary school, the charge 
must considered and the evi- 
dence weighed. 

has been pointed out 
former letter, there has been 
tendency many places regard 
the kindergartner being some- 
what different from the grade 
school teacher. Like little Half- 
Chick she has often considered 
Many young women have taken 
the work with slight sense 
superiority. their opinion the 
work was more delicate task 
than ordinary grade work. This 
situation is, course, deplorable; 
but under the wise administration
